WASHINGTON, April 28.—(#)— | 
That ever-blossoming political issue— 
the tariff—today took a sudden spurt 
with democrats sending to the White 
House for an almost certain veto the 
bill which they expect to make a talk- 
ing point in the presidential campaign. 

On a party vote of 202 to 171 the 
house accepted senate amendments to 
the democratic measure intended to 
shear the president of power to 
change duties without congressional 
approval. Thirteen republicans, how- 
ever, deserted their party leaders 
while two democrats jumped the fence. 

Final passage of the measure fol- 
lowed an-hour’s debate in which the 
republican leader, Representative 
Snell, of New York, accused democrats 
of having taken it up “under the worst 
sag rule’ he had ever seen. 

epresentative Crisp, Georgia, dem- 
ocrat, did not object to that charge, 
simply answering that since the demo- 
crats were going to have to accept the 
responsibility for his bill they should 
be allowed to pass it as they saw fit. 

The prediction that the bill would 
be killed by a presidential veto came 
from several republicans, among them 
Representative Treadway, of Mesee 
chusetts. He said: 

“It'll be dead when it reaches the 
White House at the other end of 
Pennsylvania avenue, anyway.” 

And he accepted the campaign issue 
in this fashion: 

“The bill is without merit, and after 
the Chicago political conventions we'll

Earlier it voted down the Hoover 
payless furlough plan and adopted an 

per cent wage cut on all employes

After a hectic day session, the 
members returned tonight to rally 
against efforts of insurgents to wipe 
out the remains of the 11 per cent 
cut by a vote of 183 to 84. This 
assured a saving of about $12,000,- 
000 for the bill. 

The legislators then turned to pro- 
visions restricting allowances and ex- 
tra compensation for federal employes, 
estimated to save about $13,700,000, 
but only after the insurgent coalition 
had been beaten down on numerous 
amendments, 

The Hoover five-day week and fur- 
lough with ut pay plan, estimated to 
save about S82,000,000, was offered 
as a substitute to the emasculated 
McDuffie flat 11 per cent proposal, 
exempting $1,000, by Representative 
Ramseyer, of Iowa, republican mem- 
ber of the economy committee. But 
it was defeated, 179 to 156. 

Before the house finished with the 
wage-cut provision the bi-partisan op- 
ponents struck out the provision elim- 
inating the Saturday half holiday for 
federal employes, estimated to save 
$9,000,000, by a vote of 141 to 118. 
Limitation of salaries of Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation employes to 
a maximum of $10,000 also was ap- 
proved. 

With $55,000,000 eliminated from 
the expected savings of $67,000,000 
from the McDuffie wage-cut plan and 
the $9,000,000 through the defeat of 


the Saturday half ho!) ‘ay provision, 
the insurgents knocked $64,000,000 
from the omnibus measure. 

Numerous efforts to increase the 
cuts in wages of federal employes re- 
ceiving more than $2.500 and mem- 
bers of congress more than 11 per cent 
were defeated. 

A last-minute effort by Represen- 
tative Connery, democrat, Massachu- 
setts, to strike from the controversial 
bill all salary cuts was yoted down, 
183 to 84. 

With this decisive action ending 
consideration of the first of the ten 
titles of the bill, party leaders ap- 
parently regained control of the sii- 
uation, 

An attempt by Representative Goss, 
republican, Connecticut, to slash the 
$10,000 salaries of members of con- 
gress to $7,500 a year was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. 

The house also approved tonight 
sections of the economy bill elimi- 
nating extra pay for overtime work ; 
reducing travel allowances, including 
a 25 per cent cut in the mileage al- 
lowance of congressmen; requiring 
compulsory retirement for age; pre- 
venting automatic promotions and 
filling of yacancies during the next 
fiscal year, and limiting the amount 
of retired pay. 

Married women working for the 
government were hit in a provision 
of the bill approved tonight. It pro- 
vides that in any reduction of per- 
sonnel, a married woman whose hus- 
band also is working for the govern- 
ment shall be dismissed before any 
other persons in the same branch are 
let out.

Shanghai Bomb Hurts 
Four Jap Officials 


SHANGHAI, April 29.—(Friday) 
(/)—Four of the highest Japanese of- 
ficials in Shanghai, including General 
Yoshinori Shirakawa, commander of 
the army heré and leader of the Jap- 
anese forces in the Shanghai fight- 
ing. were seriously injured by a bomb 
explosion here today. 

The two most seriously injured were 
Mamoru Shigemitsu, Japanese minis- 
ter to China and director of the re- 
cent peace parleys here, and Consul 
General Kuramatsu Murai. Their 
lives were despaired of.

General Kenkichi Uyeda, who began

For 
30 years he worked in his native city, 
creating many ceiling and wall fres- 
coes in allegory and religious style, 
as well as canvases which have rank- 
ed with the most noted painting of 
that era. 
to Spain, where he spent the _ re- 
mainder of his life with his brush and 
palette and turning out numerous ex- 
amples of the Venetian art of which 
he was the leader.

Martin, in Madrid. 

The Tiepolo presented to Atlanta by 
Mr. Kress is the only work of that 
artist in the south, so far as Mr.

Jesup Jury Deliberates More

JESUP, Ga., April 28.—(?)}—Lon- 
nie. Boyd was found ‘guilty of the 
murder of W. R. Parker, the jury 
returning its verdict at 3:45 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon with a recommen- 
dation of mercy, after deliberating an 
hour and fifteen minutes.
